cry said. A prow of an ancient out- 
rigger canoe was found In onu of the 
caves high up on a cliff. 
The prow 


contained three skulls, which, on first 
examination, appeared to belong to 
aotne rnco other tlmn the Hawaiian, 
probably to a race origlnntlnff morft 
to the south. 
The bkuHs nmy hold 


the secret of the origin of the Itawui- 
lons, Dr. Gregory said. 


According 
to 
nnclent 
Hawaiian 


legends, the people of the Nunlolo nnd 
Kalalau valleys—tho scene of the re- 
cent explorations—wero the only ones 
In the Irtflnds who were not mustered 
by Kampnameha Mtp firpat when he 
united the archipelago Into a king- 
dom. The only entrances to tho Iso- 
lated volleys are tip ladders or on nar- 
row trails and it wns CUH.V for the In- 
habitants to repel attempted invasions.
